In short neither manufacturer or 
workingman or merchant or tradesman 
can obligate away his liberties and the 
duties he owes to his family or his com- 
munity and place those liberties—his 
free consent, his family and his commu- 
nity—in the hands of another. To do 60 
is to invite the worst form of slavery—a 
slavery which destroys not only the 
liberties of the individual but dwarfs 
his skill and his genius.' To do these 
things is as indefensible as it would be 
to enter into a compact by which the 
freedom to vote as one pleases were sur- 
rendered to a majority or an individual. 
With these things corrected and a set- 
tled policy of protection to American 
industries, by which a demand for labor 
is created, and strong restrictions placed 
upon that class of foreign immigration 
which cannot be Americanized, nothing 
would stand in the way of making this 
the freest, the most prosperous and hap 
piest people on earth.

The Four Essentials. 


Four things are essential 
to the 


prosperity of this country and the hap- 
piness of the people,, and the people 
ought to settle down to them. 
They

The abandonment of combinations of 


the same kind of business. 


The abandonment of certain things in 


labor unions as at present organized. 


The protection of American indus- 


tries. 


The prohibition of immigration of un- 


desirableforeigners. 


This is a government of the people by 


the people. It is based upon the princi- 
ple enunciated in ,the Declaration of 
Independence that "all men are created 
equal; that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights; 
that among these are life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness; that, to secure 
these rights, governments are instituted 
among men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed." It is, 
therefore, a government by free consent 
of its sovereigns. 
It proceeds on the 


theory that men are loyal to the govern- 
ment, not because they are forced to be 
loyal, which is an impossibility, but be- 
cause they consent to be loyal and no 
citizen .who doep not fill this measure is 
a safe citizen. Free consent character- 
izes the warp and woof, of everything 
that is desirable in the republic. Any- 
thing which perverts or limits the prin- 
ciple of free consent is against the full 
fruition of this form'of government. 


While all men are created equal, all 


men are not created with equal mental 
ability or with equal skill. 
This is an 


inexorable law pf nature that cannot be 
changed. 'Wherever there is a man of 
genius, the community, or state, or 
nation, as the case may be, is entitled to 
his skill. Say tfiere are 20 starch or any 
other kind of factories at'different points 
ip the country, and at the head of each is 
a manager who has ability to run his 
factory successfully and make money. 
Every such manager, under such cir- 
cumstances, is a benefactor to the com. 
munity in which his business is situated. 
Biit suppose these { factories form a 
trust, for any purpose whatever, each 
one of these managers in doing so would 
surrender hia independence and destroy 
his free consent, for each combinations 
are often carried to the point of closing 
one or more of the concerns in the trust 
whenever it deems it proBtable-to do so, 
and in such cases the community in 
•which the concern is located suffers, and 
the ability of the manager is not exer-

By the Accidental Explosion of Four 


Hundred Pounds of Powder and a 


Lot of fixed Ammunition— 


The. Fort on Fire. 


SAVAUNAH, Ga., July 20 —An explo- 


sion of 400 pounds of loose powder at 
Fort Fulapki, at 0 o clock this morning1, 
fatally wounded Ordnance Sergeant 
Waiiam Chinn, seriously injured Mary 
Washing-ton, hismother-in-law,and set 
fire 
to the 
fort, 
causing 
in- 


termittent explosions of fixed am- 
munition and doing much damage. 
Just after breakfast Sergt. 
Chinn 


went into the store room and took 
a handful of the powder from one of 
the casks, wet it at the pump and then 
placed it in the middle of the room, to 
drive out the mosquitoes. He had left a 
train of dry powder from the middle of 
the floor right up to it. As soon as he 
had ignited the powder it burned along 
the train, and the 401) pounds exploded. 
There were three loud explosions, each 
within a few seconds of tlie other 


The storeroom, 
uhere the fire 


st&rtcd, was .adjoining the magazine in 
which was stored two tons of powder. 
There was a five-foot wall between, 
but 
the constant explosion of the 


heavy loaded shells in the storeroom 
gave ground^ to the fear that a breach 
would be made in the magazine wall 
and the two tons of powder exploded. 
This kept everybody out of the way 
until Capt. O. M. Carter, in charge of 
the fort, made an 
inspection 
and 


thirty-two casks of pow der were hur- 
riedly taken out. The men then be- 
gan to play on the fire w ith a hose, 
and to-night had it under control. 


Witnin 200 feet of 
the fire was 


)00 pounds of dyramite which, in 
case the magazine 
had blown up, 


would have exploded from the concus- 
sion. Two of the casements \\ere 
burned out and the roof destroyed by 
the constant bursting of shells.

torical display which was witnessed 
and enjoyed by an immense audience 
composed of senators, members of the 
lower house fend spectators in the gal- 
leries The occasion was the presen- 
tation of the message from the house 
asking for a further conference on the 


&The speech of Mr. Voorhees, chair- 
man of the senate conferees, was a 
model of brevity. "Mr. President he 
said, "the conferees on the part of the 
senate now wait further action on this 
bill." After saying these words he 
took his seat, and had no further part 
in the day's proceedings except in a 
slight controversy with Mr. Hill.

session. He favored saying to the 
house conferees "such as the bill is, 
there it lies; you are at liberty to take 
it or to leave it."
